Rerontixe ny Macwinery.—The tachyty- 
pograph, or rapid type-writer, is an inven- 
tion, says the Merchants’ Magazine, an English 
paper, which is being patented by Mr. J.-8. 
Davies, of Havertordwest, and consists of a 
machine for obtaining verbatim reports of 
speeches, debates, sermons, &c., in the ordin- 
ary English characters. It will be generally 
applicable to all parposes where rapid writ- 
ing or printing is desired, and is intended 
particularly to supersede short-hand for re- 
porting purposes; it is manipu'ated by 
meats of an ordinary key-board, and can be 
made of a convenient size for portability and 
use in public assemblies. Une alpbabet of 
type is used, cme type or chara t & is affixdin 
a socket at one end of each 26 levers. These 
‘*type-levers’’ are actuated by a series of 
“tkey-levers.'’ When any ‘‘key’’ is depress 
ed, the corresponning type-lever brings down 
and imprints its type or character on a roll of 
paper which passes directly over the ‘ print- 
ing point,’ and thus a legible impression is 
produced on the paper, either by an endless 
band of carbonised or trausfer paper passing 
roudd both wheels outside the paper and over 
it at\the ‘printing point,'’ or a strip of sitk 
s retched directly above the‘ priuting point,” 
at a distance of fin. abote the paper, aad 
suspended on two rollers saturated with suit- 
able ink, and receiving motien from the 
paper carrying apparetus.

Discharge from the Army. 


The recent regulation providing that sol- 
diers charged with felony and other offences 
against the civil law shall be taken before a 
police raagisteate instead of a court martial, 
and, if convicted, discharged from the arms, 
has led to the commission of thefts in several 
instances on purpose to get out of the 
service. In the case of a gunner of the 
Keyal Horse Artillery, brought up at; Woel- 
wieh lately for stexting a pipe, it was shown 
that he had committed the robbery in the 
mot barefaced manner, and made no attempt 
to escape, an officer of his battery informing 
the magistrate that the felony was, beyond a 
doubt, an artifice to eacape from military duty. 
The prisoner, however, though he had been 
in the army ten years, had a» very bad char- 
acter, and could be very well spared. He 
was committed to hard labor for three 
‘months, and when he comets back will-find « 
discharge awaiting him. But an order has 
been promblgated by the Field Marshal Com- 
manding-in-Chref, directing that the returos 
of the civil convictions shall state if there is 
reason to believe that the soldier has com- 
mitted the offence with a view to obtaining 
his dischatge from the army, and whether the 
commanding officer recommends. that be 
should be discharged or retained in the 
service. Another arti.leryman, charged with 
stealing goods from the stores of which he 
ind temporary charge, was committed to gaol 
for six months. '

Beecher on Spiritualism. 


The New York Zvibune publishes the fol- 
lowing letter from Henry Ward Beeeber : 
Sin:—Allow me to say that in the dis- 
course of Sunday night, a portion of which 
was reported in this morning’s Tribune, I did 
not not discuss ‘‘Spiritualism’’ ge that term 
is now understood, but the Scriptural teach- 
ing respecting the Divine Spirit. Modern 
‘Spiritualism?’ was barely alluded to, but 
without #ffirmation or denial. If your re- 
port shall be interpretted as an expression of 
my views on the modern doctrine of Spirut- 
ualism, I am unwilling to Le responsible for 
its statements. 1 look with profound interest 
upon all wise efforts to educe the scientific 
truth from that extraordinary class of pheno- 
mena which have become s0 common in our 
day, and to which, at length—in England, at 
least—the attention of men of the highest 
scientific attaimment bag been seriously 
turned. But I have never yet been convinced 
that these remarkable modern pheoomena 
originated from the interposition of spirits 
outside of the buman body.

The British Association, for the advance- 
Ment of science, held a brilliant session this 
t, at Edfnburg, @ city which the Methodist 
says prides itself on being the north- 
ern Athens. At the commencement of tbe 
session, thifteén hundred members were pres- 
ent only one of whom, Dr. Youmans, was an 
Americay.. The exbilerating and stimulating 
power of such an assembly of learned men 
May welt bé imagined. The attention of the 
scientific and religious world bas been direct- 
ed especially to the inangural address of the 
President of the association, Sir William 
Thompson, who aceordiag to Prof. Auxiey, 
stands at the head of physical philosophers, 
In réviewing the pro: 2 of science, Tostnc 
the. past year, Sir illiam gives sucha 
Statement of his views of the Origin of Life, 
as leadg one inevitably to the conclusion that 
life is never the result of spontaneous gener- 
ation, and sprang originally from the creative 
hand of One Supreme Ruler of the Universe. 

We give our readers a couple of extracts 
from this remarkable address, that they may 
see for themselves to what just conclusious 
the scientific world mast come on the subject 
proposed, at the head of this article: 

‘* Uarefal serutioy bas ia every case 
up to the present day discovered life rs 
autecedent to lifes Dead matter cannot b - 
come living without toming under the influ- 
ence of matter- previously alive, This seems 
to be as suré @ teaching of ecfence as the Jaw 
of gravitation. I utterly repudiate, as/op§ 
posed to all philosophical uniformitarianism 
the assumption of ‘different  meteortogical 
conditions’—that is to say, somewhat differ- 
eat vicissitudes of temperature, pregsure, 
mo's\ure, gaseous atmosphere—to tproduce 
or to permit that to take place by force or mo- 
tlon of dead matteralone, which is a direct 
contravention of what seemsto us bi slogical 
law. I am prepared for the answit, ‘our 
code of biological law is an expression of 
our ignorance as well as of our knowledge.’ 
And I say yes; search for spontaneous gen- 
eration out of inorganic materials ; let any 
one not satisfied with the purely negat.ve 
testimony of which we have now so much 
Sgainst it, throw himself into the inquiry. 
Such investigations as those Pastear.Pouchet 
aad Bastian, sre among the most interesting 
and momentous in the whole range of natural 
history, and their results, whether positive 
or negative, must richly reward the most 
careful and laborious experimenting. I con- 
feas to being deeply impressed by the evidence 
put before us by Prof. Huxley, andI am 
ready to adopt, as an article of scientific 
faith, true through all space and through all 
time, that life proceeds from life, and from 
nothing bat life. ¢ 

The conclusion of his address shows an 
emphatic rejection of the Darwinian theory 
of the ‘Origin of species by natural selec- 
tion,’* and exhibits profound faith in the one 
ever-acting Creator and Ruler of the Universe. 
lis words of profound import are these : 

“I have always felt that this hypothesis 
does not coatain the true theory of evolation 
if evolution there has been, io biology. Sir 
John Herschel in expressing a favorable 
jadgment on the hypothesis of zoological 
evolution, with, however, some reservation 
in respect to the origin of man, objected to 
the doctrine of natural selection, that it wa 
too like the Laputan method of making books 
and that it did not sufficiently take into ac- 
count a continaally guiding and controliirg 
intelligence. This seems to me a most valuavle 
and instructive criticism. I feel profoundly 
convinced that the argument of design 
bas been greatly too much lost sight 
of ia recent zoological specula 
tions. Reaction against the frivolities of zo- 
ology, such as are to be found, not rarely, in 
the notes of the learned commentators - on 
Puley’s Natural Theology, has, I believe, 
had a temporary effect in turning attention 
from the solid and irrefragable argument so 
well put ferward in that excellent old book. 
But overpoweringly strong proofs of intelli- 
gent and benevolent design lie all around us, 
and if ever perplexities, whether metaphysi- 
cal ur scientific, turn us| away from them for 
a time, they come back upon us with irresis- 
tible force, showing to us through nature the 
influence of a free will, and teaching us that 
all living beings depend om one ecver-aecting 
Creator aud Ruler.”
